The great speech of Mr. GROESBECK, 
delivered at Steuvenville last Wednesday, 
is making a sensation all over the country.

Make Way for the Bourbon. 

The Bourbons have a romantic habit of 
seeing only the lovely side of things and 
of refusing to see any other side. They 
not only hold the ecumenical council to 
be a myth, but regard themselves as so 
many men of straw—gentlemen in buck- 
ram—who are set up by the CourRrEer- 
JOURNAL “and other warrior-like Sir 
Jonns” merely to be knocked over. | 

We are almost willing to concede that 
they are men of straw, since it is so easy to 
knock them over, albeit real and not met- 
aphorical men of straw. 

For example, the Lexington Press tells 
us that Governor LEsiiz and Mr. Ropman 
and Judge CRaDDocK—to cite no others— 
are not committed to the nullification, or 
the repeal, or the disregarding of the 
amendments, and it declares that all our 
outcry against them is just a quantity of 
much-ado-about-nothing. All we have to 
say then is this, if Governor 
Lestize and Mr. Ropmayn and Judge 
CrappockK will confirm the statement 
made in their behalf we will never men- 
tion the subject more as far as they are 
concerned. 

They are men of character and position. 
They are gentlemen whose right of opinion 
we do not pretend to question. We un- 
derstood Governor LEsLrE to say explicitly 
that he cared not what might be the 
opinion of the Democratic party in other 
States, he was for the repeal of the amend- 
ments. When he said that, he was the 
Democratic nominee for Governor of Ken- 
tucky. “His words were, therefore, in a 
sense, representative and by authority. Of 
course he meant them. Of course he did 
not merely wish to tickle the ears of the 
groundlings. Once we thought he did, 
and we said so; but the persistency with 
which his friends keep up the war against 
the amendments leads us to change our 
opinion, and to ascribe greater seriousness 
and deliberation to what we had originally 
supposed was a simple indiscretion. 
We took an early occasion to with- 
draw what seemed to be an offensive put- 
ting of the case, and we now repeat that 
public apology. We are sorry that we 
misconceived the spirit of Governor LrEs- 
Liz's remarks. We regret that a “‘ misdi- 
rected potato” betrayed us into a momen- 
tdry discourtesy. 

This is not intended for irony, but is 
perfectly sincere. 

Therefore we have assumed, and there- 
fore we do assume, that when Governor 
LesLig said he was for repealing the 
amendments he meant what he said, and 
did not mean to raise up any false hopes in 
the minds of the people. Hence we pro- 
pose to discuss the question on this basis, 
and with a temperate and altogether ami- 
cable disposition. We understood Mr. 
RoODMAN’s position to be similar to that of 
Governor LESLIE, and so understand it 
now. We understand that Judge Crap 
pock, like Mr. Strerwens, holds the amend- 
ments to be null and void, and that he 
proposes to disregard them. Judge 
CRADDOCK is not a mere layman. 
He is Chairman of the Demo 
cratic Executive Committee of the State, 
and is a gentleman of the highest charac- 
ter for personal honor and legal learning. 
Governor LESLIE is the Democratic Chief 
Magistrate of Kentucky, and a man of 
strong sense, earnest convictions, and un- 
doubted influence. Mr. RopMaAn is the 
Attorney General of the Commonwealth, 
and withal an active, able, and popular 
party leader. The Lexington Press itself, 
as we understand it, concurs with Gov- 
ernor LEesLi£, Judge CRADDOCK, and Mr. 
RopMAN in refusing to recognize the 
amendments and in conceiving their repeal 
or nullification. We have the most genu- 
ine respect for all these parties—for the 
Governor, the Judge, the Attorney Gen- 
eral, and the Editor—and we differ from 
them in toto.

The California Mystery. 

There is a great number and varicty of 
opinions as to why the Democracy were 
defeatedin California. Nearly every news- 
paper im the country has expressed itself 
pon this interesting question, but nothing 
seems quite certain except the defeat. 

The San Francisco Bulletin, one of the 
ablest and best of the Republican news- 
papers of the State, asserts that California 
has been Republican ever since 1862, and 
that Harigur would never have been 
elected Governor but -for divisions in the 
Republican party. The result of the re- 
cent election, therefore, does not surprise 
the Bullctin. 

Outside of California, a few Httle weckly 
papers of the Bourbon persuasion are 
howling lustily that the ‘‘New Departure” 
defeated the Democracy. This view can- 
not be correct, for the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial, which is styled by the Chicago 
Post ‘‘the leading Copperhead newspaper 
of Ohio,” alleges that the California De 
mocracy took the ‘‘New Departure” in its 
mildest form. 

There is nothing to indicate that the 
‘‘New Departure” was alvocated with 
more than ordinary vigor. The Republi- 
can press of the State met it with liberal 
extracts from Bourbon speeches in Ken- 
tucky, and with copious extracts from all 
the anti-departure papers that could be got 
together from all parts of the country. 
The articles written by Mr. STEPTTENS and 
the flaming rhetoric of Mr. Toomns 
proved choice morsels for the Republican 
leaders, and they chewed them with a rel- 
ish that gave their hearers an appetite, too. 

While the fight was going on, the pleas- 
ant countenance of Mr. Brick PomMERoy, 
formerly of Wisconsin, appeared upon the 
scene. Mr. P. denounced the ‘‘New De 
parture” and the ‘‘New-Departure’” Demo- 
crats in his peculiarly happy and convinc- 
ing manner. Every Democrat who in- 
dorsed the Ohio platform was a Radical 
and a fool, and now was the time to sub- 
scribe for PomErRoy’s Weekly Democrat. 
Mr. PoMEROy'’s extreme modesty probably 
led many to suppose that he was not a 
Democratic leader, and it would not per- 
hips be safe to say positively that he in- 
fluenced the election one way or the other. 

Some of the Californians say that the 
Democracy were not sufliciently vigorous 
in suppressing the vain tricks and dark 
ways of the heathen Chinee, and that in 
this delinquency lies the secret of Hatuut’s 
defeat.

When it is remembered that California 
voted for Grant, and that for years she 
has not been conspicuously Democratic, 
the recent defeat ought not to discourage 
the Democracy anywhere. It is by no 
means certain that she would vote for 
GRANT a second time, and itis no more 

certain that she would vote for GREELEY.

German Conversation.

Sarchedon. 

Sarchedon, a Legend of the Great Queen, is 
a story of Semiramis and her times.

As an accurate 
picture of that or any poésible era of human 
nature, it is valueless; as a historical study, it 
is only noticeable for its errors; but for down- 
right sensational writing, for impossible and 
improbable events, for cheap ‘rhetoric and 
tawdry effects, it is a model.

ITI. 
Light Science. 

R. A. Proctor, whose volumes upon The 
Sun and Other Worlds than Ours, were re- 
eeived so favorebly by the public, has gathered 
into a book a number of papers upon various 
subjects, more or less scientific in their char- 
acter, that have appeared from time to time 
during the last three years in the Daily News 
and other London journals. We do not doubt 
that these were very interesting in their sea- 
son, but very few of them have any more per- 
manent value than the usual run of editorials 
in our daily papers. They are light, airy, 
readable, bnt their interest depended upon the 
events that suggested them; and though time- 
ly enough once, they are quite flat at present.

Downward and Upward. 

This is of the moral and didactic class of 
novels, that show the downfall of vice and the 
triumph of virtue in such even tones that the 
pulse of the most susceptible wil) not be ex- 
cited in the least by their perusal. This speci- 
men may be commended as eminently safe 
reading. Its particular purpose is to show 

. that the foolish indulgence of children on the 
part of their parcntsis mistaken kindness, and 
inevitably leads to bad results; and, on the 
other hand, that a life of well-spent usefulness 
is not seldom rewarded, even on carth, in a 
very substantial manner. In this particular 
instance the reward consisted in the heroine 
of the story discovering her parentage, won- 
derfully wealthy, and in marrying the man she 
loved.

VI. 
Discussions in Science. 


Some of the recent brief papers of Herbert 
Spencer have just been published in a thin 
12mo. volume, by D. Appleton & Co., under 
the title of Recent Discussions in Science. 
Whatever thie distinguished philosopher has 
to say is deserving of profound consideration. 
The subjects treated of are all within his fa- 
vorite field of thought. The Origin of Moral 
Sentiments, The Origin of Animal Worship, 
The Classification of the Seiences, Replies to 
Criticisms, Reasons for Dissenting from the 
Philosophy of Comte, Laws in General, and 
their Order of Discovery, and The Genesis 
of Science, are the titles of the various papers 
contained in the volume before us. Asa close 
reasoner and a most lucid writer, the author 
is as conspicuous in this little book as in his 
more cxtensive works, and to those whoare 
nor familiar with his writings we would com- 
mend the perusal of these essays. Three of 
them, as his constant readers will readily see, 
have not been previously printed in this coun- 
‘try. They are all upon interesting topics, 
and no one can fail to admire the ability, 
even if he refuses to be convinced by the rea- 
eoulog, of the uuthor.

VIL. 
The Laws of Art. 

To exhibit the laws of art inasingle volume 
of two hundred and fifty pages is a difficult 
thing. Painting, architecture and sculptpre 
are topics too great in their principles and ap- 
plications to be eo condensed. Yet S. P. Long, 
of Boston, has prepared a book that he has 
Gesigued for use as a text-book in our schools 
and colleces on subjects connected with the 
fine arts. Ii scems to us, from a cursory 
exaniination of it, to be just what a person 
who wished to cr@n himself full of the sub- 
ject, to serve him fora short time for a specific 
purpose, would \ aut. It is ingeniously dry 
and dull, very dogmatical, and about as co- 
herent in style as a dictlonary. The author 
bas attempted to compress too much into too 
small a compass. two hundred and 
fifty well-known works of art are criticised in 
hrases of the guide-books; 
and we can readily believe, what one of the 
distinguished gentlemen of Boston has said in 
commending the book, that a person about to 
travel In Europe might prepare himself to un- 
derstand and enjoy the objects of high art 
there by reading this work. The publishers, 
Messrs. Lee & Shepard, have made a very 
beaitjful volume of it: the paper upon which 
it is printed is smooth and heavy, the impres- 
sion is beautifully clear, and several good steel 
engravings add to its attractive appearance. 
If its substance were as good as its dress it 
would be a most valuable book. John P.

VIil. 
Insane Asylums. 

In alittle book, called Behind the Bars, re- 
cently published by Lee & Shepard,an author, 
who evidently writes from experience, sets 
forth some radical defects in the management 
of our asylums forthe* insane. A prolix and 
affected style interferes very much with the 
aim of the author. We infer, however, that 
the book is intended to show that physical re- 
straint is out of place in the treatment of the 
insane; that the employment of young and 
giddy female attendants, who are often spite- 
ful, ignorant, and cruel, is unwise; that im- 
proper seclusion from the visits of friends, and 
needless detention after a permanent cure has 
been effected, sre most injurious in their 
effects upon the patients. Specific instances of 
all these defects are given in this book; and 
they are detailed in a manner altogether too 
tame to secure a deep impression. Barred 
windows, bolted doors, the constant rattle of 
the attendant’s keys, the tyrannical exercise 
of arbitrary power, the stereotyped explana- 
tion of all complaints by the word “excited” 
or “depressed,” and the too-frequent use of 
the strait jacket and other methods of forci- 
ble restraint, form a catalogue of abuses that

call for the deepest indignation. *Instead of 


our insane asylums being institutions for the 
cure of insanity* they seem in many of their 
regulations to be Ingeniously devised to drive 
men distracted. In spite of the author’s weak 
way of putting things the reader will find 
much food for thought in this book, and we 
commend its perusal to all who are In any way 
interested in the subject of insanity. John P.

IX. 
Minority Representation. 

Reform in our methods of election is very 
important. Our present system, instead of se- 
curing representation of the feeling of the 
people, often only succeeds in misrepresenting 


their will. Such was the case in the election 
in California, in 1868, where, with an actual 
majority of voters, the Republicans secured 
only twenty-three representatives against 
ninety-seven of the Democrats. On the other 
hand, in Nevada the Democrats, with 5,218 
votes, secured only six represenatives, while 
the Republicans, with 6,480 votes, secured fif- 
ty-one. ‘ Again, in Maryland, the Republicans, 
with a popular vote equal to one-third of the 
Democratic vote, failed to secure a single rep- 
resentative. A system so unjust In its work- 
ings demands serious consideration from men 
of all parties, that ite deficiencies may be rem- 
edied, and the actual will of the people may 
be adequately represented. It is for thia rea- 
son that we would commend to our readers 
the perusal of a little work, entitled Repre- 
sentative Government and Personal Repre- 
sentation, by Simon Sterne, recently pub- 
lished by J. B. Lippincott & Co. The author 
has shown both ability and grace in his treat- 
‘ment of this important topic; he recommends 
as & remedy for many evils the plan proposed 
some time since by Thomas Hare, an English 
lawyer. While bearing most willing testimony 
to the general excellence of this work for its 
timely appearance and the strong practi- 
cal sense that characterizes it, we could 
wish that in one or two respects the 
book were better. In the first place it is a 
small one, and we think he has devoted rela- * 
tively too much space to the historical view 
of the subject, and a presentation of the evils 
of the present system, which we suppose are 
well known; too much to the criticism of 
plans which he considers inadequate to cure 
these evils, and too little to a full presenta- 
tion afid discussion of the system which he 
prefers. His historical view of the subject, 
and his pictures of the present evils under 
which we suffer, are very vivid, but out of 
proportion to the space he devotes to the 
treatment of other branches, especially his 
discussion and advocacy of the Hare system, 
which, according to his original intention, 
was the only object he had in view. 5o, too, 
his criticism of other systems than the one he 
recommends, on the one hand, occupies too 
much space for the size of the book, and, on 
the other hand, is too brief to be con- 
sidered a full discusdion, or to be of 
much practical service. Then, too, the book 
is without an index, or evena good table of 
contents. This we consider a serious defect. 
Again, we think the author has gone con- 
siderably out of his way to attack “Civil 
Service Reform.”’ Civil Service Reform is 
proposed to cure an evil which Mr. Sterne’s 
proposed reform does not reach, or, if so, 
very indirectly. In our opinion there can be 
no sort of antagonism between Electoral Re- 
form and Civil Service Reform; there could 
not be, we think, even if the two fell within 
the same sphere. But they do not; one aims 
nt the purification of those offices filled by 
appointment, the other at the purification of 
those filled by elec certainly 
room for both refo ms, and need for both. 
Civil Service Reform and Electoral Reform 
both meet with enough other obstacles, with- 
out either placing itself in the way as a stum- 
bling block for the other. They will both 
have enough fighting, and hard fighting, in 
their march against the common encimy, 
without themselves falling eut by the way.

AROUND ABOUT BONN. 


Beethoven’s Birth Place—The Com- 
r’s Statue—A Cathedral of the 
welith Century—The Solitude of 
an Old Cloister—Religion in a Ger- 
man Catholic Town. 
[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal. | 
Bonn-On-THE-RarIng, Aug. 31, 1871. 


Bonn is an illustrious little German town; 
it is the birth place of famous men—Beetho- 
ven, Schlegal, Nichbuhr and Arndt—men who 
were cither supreme in music, in criticism, in 
history or in poetry. No one town in America 
can boast of so much genius and learning as 
is represented by the works of these celebrat* 
ed sons of little oid Bonn, which is also the 
seat of an honored university, located upon 
the gronnds and in the buildings which, form- 
erly, were oecupied by luxurious bishops and 
prodigal princes; these old palace-halls face 
an uncommonly old and beautiful garden, or 
park, and are counected with the former pal- 
ace of the rulers of Bonn and Cologne by an 
alley of horse-chestnut trees, which is three- 
quarters of a mile long, under which the day- 
light is dim, while under the yet older trees .of 
the “‘ Hofgarten”’ the darkness is Stygian and 
profound, like the home of melancholy. 


The evidences of the proud and prodigal 

taste of the seventeenth century are seen upon 
many of the public buildings, the general as- 
pect of the town is plain and-old, and the Ca- 
thedra) is a noble and serene-looking building, 
dating from the eleventh century; it is very 
grave and masetye, like the work of manly 
hands, but built when the fancy and imagina- 
tion of the German had not yet leaped into 
art—when the cathedrals were not yet a work 
of spiritual joy, but plain and iinpressive, be- 
fitting the immediate service of the austere 
supplanters of Pagan Rome. Even yet the 
Germans show the dominance of the mascu- 
line and simple in taste over the feminine and 
beautiful, which give such a capricious and 
jJuxurious aspect to the architecture of more 
opulent civilization than the Teutonic, and of 
‘a more artistic people than the Germans. 
The Gerinans do not Know—they never have 
known—the light joy and the nimble inven- 
tiveness of the French. Their greatest expres- 
sion is not like the crisp and brilliant expres- 
sion of the Gallic mind—a burning and fleet- 
ing beauty of the surface of things—but it is 
full of the surging sound of power, and comes 
from the depths of life. In words and in 
music they betray the inevitable sadness of 
all thoughtful people. Their music is full of 
melancholy and tender passion. Germany has 
no Beranger and no Horace. Heine's songs, 
the lightest and keenest German expression, 
are best described as ‘‘short swallow-flights of 
songs, that dip their wings in tears and fly 
away.” 


~ 


The Germans are accused of (cing irreli- 
gious. The head or cuiture of the world is 
always irreligious, but the heart or unsophis- 
ticated part of Germany, that is to say, the 
common people, are devout enough notwith- 
standing Sunday pleasures. This part of 
Prussia is largely Catholic. The cathedral 
and churches are crowded every morning with 
worshippers, and on Sunday I have seen the 
very doors and steps thronged with humble 
and ignorant people who stand with bowed 
heads while high mass is being celebrated 
within; and morning after morning, while 1 
have been in an obscure part of the cathedral 
making a study of the massively grouped col- 
umns, I have had the opportunity of sceing 
how very devout are the habits of a portion of 
the population of Bonn. Poor and rich, 
old and young, slip into the grand old 
empty «church during thq morning, after 
service, and kneel before a favorite altar, or 
onthe prie Liew, tell over their beads, and in 
the echoing silence of the lofty nave, with 
bowed heads they whisper the desire or the 
repentance of humble hearts. Market 
women from the hot squave, after their morn 

ing’s work, wreiched old beggars, workmen 
and even little beys. I observed that one boy 
brought his pet dog, laid him under a quaintly 
carved old pew, aud he knelt in prayer. Was 
it to conseerate his pet to the Lord? Such an 
incident illustrative of early and proselytizing 
piety, reaching even to poor little Cato, would 
make the fortune of a tract-writer. Can you 
not imagine the forcible lesson that would be 
drawn from so much naive and youthful piety? 
The little dog, the little boy, the vast, silent 
church, were in fact a part of the extraor- 
dinary result of practical religion in a German 
Catholic town. Each of us can have his 
opinion of these things. I merely give the 
facts, which are strange and childish enough 
for one of their faith, or of no faith. But here 
is the supreme fact of this dai/y public homage 
and confession of a people to an unseen God, 
and it is a fact expressive of a sentiment of 
reverence and worship which is perfectly sin- 
cere and perfectly devout, To the people 
these cathedrals and churches are of practical 
and constant service; they are used by no class 
as a theater of Sunday-vanity or of social sev- 
euth-day pride. The religious, apart from the 
wsihetic social siguificance of a church, scems 
to be in exact proportion to the superstition 
and ignorance of a population; it does seem to 
serve the people here as a sanctuary, a place 
into which the world does not intrude, a place 
which really meets the need of a sense tired of 
buying and selling, of gambling and drinking, 
of dress and pleasure, and which wants 
a spiritual bath of meditation, as our bodies 
need the cool waters to wash away the soiling 
sense of the dust and dirt of the street. There 
is such a thing asa bath of silence. To find 
it you must enter the cloistered walk of just 
such an old cathedral as this one of Bonn; 
you cannot find it wholly in the forest, for life 
is there, the stir of leaves, the whisper and 
eong of all voiceful insects and birds; but in 
the cloister of a cathedral of the middle ages 
the silence is profound, the sense of time, of 
age, of the peace of the dead, of the power of 
faith, steals over you, invests you, and makes 
you in love with all mute things. The clois- 
ter of the cathedral of Bonn is very large, very 
old, and seldom visited. The light of day is 
admitted through the litile old arches, which 
are supported by about fifty little old black 
pillars with the most interesting capitals, each 
one being different in form, and under your 
feet are the tombs of ihe old noblemen of 
Bonn, most of them dating from the 
fftecnith century. The claborately-sculp 
tured effigies and heraldic figures have 
been haif worn away by the countless 
steps of and monks, and nuns, 
aud nobles, and of curions strangers, 
who have since found their way inio 
this dark old cloister, which forms a 
hollow square and encloses the greenest spot 
of untroubled bloom that you can conceive of 
in the heart of acity. To an American noth- 
ing is more strange, nothing seems to him 
more expressing of medieval times, than such 
a ghostly and secluded walk as the cloister of 
such an old cathedral. The warrior-dead of 
stormy times lie under the stones upon which 
you walk ; the daylight is lost under the dim 
and dark arcade ; here and there a ray of sun- 
light steals in, making a spot of flickering 
gold in the gray-and-brown shadows which 
have fal'en inthe same way for s0 many ¢cen- 
turice—so many centuries that the very 
shadow of these little old Rotman Gothic pil- 
lars are interesting, and beget a feeling of 
awe; the sound of steps echoes under the 
damp arches, you pass along thinking bow 
much humen ectivity has risen, made brief 
space for .itsclf, been hushed and atilled 
forever since these stones were carved 
with curious forms and placed to outlast een- 
juries of human life. But even this old 
twelith century walk is not the oldest thing 
to be seenin Bonn. As we pass out of the 
plain and austere cathedral, we see before the 
Principal door a solitary red sandstone col- 
umn, surmounted by a stone ball. Itis all 
that remains of a Roman temple which once 
stood here. It is like a time-worn exclama- 
tion point at the end of the daily ceremonies 
of the religion which has supplanted the more 
ancient rites of Pagan Rome. 


But chough of these crumbling stones from 
the mute past. Weare in the munsterplatz, 
or cathedral square, at the head of which isa 
colossal bronze statue of Beethoven of more 
than ordinary merit. But the real Beethoven 
was a little mam, only five feet four inches. 
Art does not accept him as small, and to con- 
vey tous an impression of his greatness puts 
his traits in the largest mold. The grand old 
poet-musician is draped in a cloak; he holds 
a pencil in one hand, in the other a book, and 
has a profound and listening expression. One 
may suppose the harmonics of the universe 
are being®onveyed to his inmost sense. His 
lion-like head, with ite thick locks; his broad 
brow, deep-sct eyes, and firm mouth make a 
rugged type, grand like the master-spirit 
of a strong race. It is no smooth visage 
like Shaksp*are’s, nor has it the cold disdain 
of Goethe's; it is profoundly sympathetic, full 
of passion and the traces of suffering. He 
was unhappy in love, he was the son of a 
drunkard, and he was a hard worker. Born

man. They are the two faces significant of 
the widest known of the vastest force and the 
achievement of Germany. The vain 


stormy-looking old poet-musician, are sug. 
gestive of what Germany is proudest of; for 
however Germans may differ in their estimate 
of Goethe and Schiller and Heine, they unite 
in gratitude for the music of Beethoven and 
the glorious fatherland bound together un- 
der Kaiser Wiliiam. This month at Boan 
they will celebrate the one hundredth birth- 
day of Beethoven, which would have been 
celebrated last year but for the war. He is in 
music not less than .Shakspeare in dra- 
matic art. In fact he’ is the s6u- 
preme master of dramatic expression in 
music. He reached the summit of creative 
power—beyond Hayden and beyond Mozart. 
He has extended the scale of musical emo- 
tions. If Hayden and Mozart are supreme in 
voéal music, he is unrivaled in ,his composi- 
tions for instrumental expression. Bach is 
the father of modvru poetry in music; Hayden 
frames and expands his musical ideas through 
aserene element; and genial happiness pene- 
trates the heaven of Mozart’s world; but 
Beethoven is more profound and vigorous, 
and strikes fire out of the spirit of man, and 
wakes all the energies of his being. He was 
not a smooth composer, who wrote musical 
platitudes in an agreeable form, corresponding 
with the shallow channel of every-day emo- 
tions; it was for him an expression of the 
primordial elements of man, his passions, 
lusts, desires, hopes, ecstacies; and 
out of the depths of his inmost life 
he drew the most beautiful and the most vig- 
orous musical ideas—his eulogists compare 
him with Shakespeare and Luther, rude and 
eloquent and terse like Luther, comprehensive 
and dramatic like Shakespeare. His fame has 
steadily been increasing since his death. He 
had a full sense of his worth. He said, “‘who- 
ever would understand my music must be 
liberated from all the misery with which tra- 
ditional music has burdened them.”” Beetho- 


hold the most profound and universal and 
mysterious revelations. 

All Germany is supposed to be ready to flock 
to the birth-place of the poet-musician this 
month, and as much of the world as can 
press itself into this little, old German town, 
and shall hear the stormy harmonies of 
Beethoven’s . genius, which will be liberated 
by athousand skillful musicians, and sent 
floating with the clouds over the hills and 
waters of this poetic land. Bonnis delight- 
fully situated on the shore of the river, at tire 
beginning of a succession of lovely hills, 
which are crowned withthe most interesting 
castles and ruins. Here Beethoven passed 
his youth. From this place he received his 
first and strongest impressions of the beauty 
of nature. The very river seems to sing here; 
it runs so rapidly that Beethoven could hear 
the gurgle of its eddying currents while at his 
window, which is but a short distance from 
the shore. Without trumping up any senti- 
ment forthe occasion, one must look with 
interest upon the place in which a great man 
was born. But Beethoven and Bonn and its 
cathedral and cloister are suggestive of the 
romantic and poetic; the practical and com- 
mon side of the interest of this old place does 
not call out 80 much _ admiration. 
The common women here are healthy-looking 
hard-working creatures, who all dress alike. 
The market is served and supplied wholly by 
women. Women reap and plow and dig in the 
fields, carry ali burdens upon the head, and 
cent grase and grain with the sickle. Cows 
are harnessed and hitched to carts, and draw 
the plow like oxen. Everything is rude and 
simple and economical in the habits of these 
people. Women do not hold a place apart; 
but, not only sharing the burdens of life with 
men, they even work the hardest. The people 
are under the heel. Twenty dollars a year is 
the ordinary pay for a hotel chambermaid! 
All the young men are in the army for three 
years, and™the middle-aged men are too fond 
of drinking to think much about the courte- 
sies and attentions which Americans, for ex- 
minple, show to women. Our American life is 
on aless thorough, but a more liberal, scale, 
The Germans are more like the Spartans; they 
have a poor cvisine, and cat very little. 
The two great facts of the organiza- 
tion of society here are instruc- 
tion and discipline, and the 
last is so perfect that no room is left for the 
ferment of democratic ideas. Germany is 
now swollen with the glory of conquest, and 
scarcely refiects on the cost. But we know 
that the Germans, the most patriotic people 
in the world, live under an iron system, which 
holds each man in his place as though he were 
no more than a screw or a rivet, and he cannot 
budge. And this is modém Germany, the 
place where caste, or the aristocratic idea, is 
the most firmly seated, the most difficult to 
dislodge; where it is, in fact, entrenched and 
protected with the aid of the whole of German 
ecience—and it is this military and aristocratic 
power that France, of the future, under Gam- 
betti, will probably dissolve—prior to the final 
settlement of Europe into a more just and 
liberal social and political organization.

The announcement in yesterday’s Republi- 
ean that Chief Justice Chase had arrivéd in 
this city, and would reccive his friends at the 
residenee of Mr. John C. Dunlevy, No. 5 Cal- 
umet avenue, was the creat excitement of the 
day, In social and political circles. From an 
early hourin the morning until very late in 
the evening,-men of all parties thronged 
singly and in groups "and parties to pay 
their respects to the distinguished statesman 
and jurist who is now recognized on all 
hands as the

First, by special arrangement,he was visited 
by afew distinguished Democrats, of whom 
lIlon.

Gov. Morton vs. James Madison.: 
{To the Editor of the Courier-Journal | 

The CotRiER-JOURNAL of July 29 publishee 
a speech of Gov. Morton, from which I cx- 
tract the following: 

There is another question. my friends, upon 
which there is no preteuse in the new departure, 
and that is in reference to the doctrine of State 
sovereignty. The Democratic party of thia coun- 
try think that this Government is a compact be- 
tween sovereign and independent States—in 
other words, that it is a mere copartnership be- 
tween sovereign States, into whichthey have 
entered as States. doctrine is 
true, the right [uevitably fol- 
lows, and we have no power to coercea Bov- 
ereign State. If that {s true we have been in 
the wrong all the time. Fellow-citizens, there 
can Dever be safety to this nation as long as an 
great party maintains the doctrine Of the sover- 
eignty of the States. They say that the Govern- 
ment was formed by the States and that it rests 
upon the States. Here we take issue with them 
radically. We say the Union was not f ed by 
the States, but it was formed by the people of tne 
United States in their collective and sovereign 
eapacity. [A Ne We say there are not 
thirty sovereigns but one sovereign, and that is 
the nation. While the States haye a vast do- 
main of authority that cannot be invaded, they 
are but integral parts—they are but subordinate 

arts of one great nation. [Applause]. Talk of 
‘entucky being an independent and over 
State. hy! Kentucky is but a second c : 
It was born of an act of Congress, and but for 
the act of Congreas it would not now be a State. 

After the adjournment of the National Con- 
vention in 178%, there were strong objections 
raised in all the States! tothe adoption of the 
Constitution. So strdng were the objections 
that, in some of the States, it was ratified by 
small majorities—ig New York by only 
three votes. Forthe purpose of explaining, 
to satisfy the people, to induce them to adopt 
the Constitution, there were a series of arti- 
cles written by Madison, Hamilton and day, 
which were published in the Federalist. Mr. 
Madison, in the thirty-ninth number of the 
Federalist, page 206, says: 

First—In order to ascertain the real charac- 
ter of the Goyernment, it may be considered in 
relation to the foundation on which it is to be 
established; to the sources from which fts ordi- 
nary powers are to be drawn; to the operation 
of those powers; to the extent of them; and to 
the authority by which @uture changes in the 
Government are to be introduced. 

On examining the first relation, it appears, on 
one hand, that the Constitution is to be founded 
on the assent and ratification of the people of 
America, given by deputies elected for the spe- 
cial purpose; but, on the other, that this asseat 
and ratification is to be given by the people, not 
as individuals composing one entire nation, but 
as composing the distinct and independent 
States to which they réeSpectively belong. It is 
to be the assent and ratification of the several 
States, derived from the i authority in 
each State—the authority of the people them- 
selves The act, therefore, establishing 
the Constitution will not be a ngtional 
ut a federal act. 

That it will be a federal, and not a national 
act, as these terms are understood by the ob- 
jectors, the act of the peuple, as forming 80 
many independent States, not as forming one

LOUISVILLE T8 TOLEDO. 
What the Indiana People Think of 
Such a Road—Meeting at Millroy. 

{To the Editor of the Courier-Journal. } 
NEWCASTLE, INnp., Sept. 11, 1871. 
was a railroad meeting § at 
Millroy, in Rush county, Indiana, last 
Saturday, in the interests of the 
Louisville and Toledo Railroad Company.

He remarked that he 
thought when the people of Louisville were 
made to understand theirown interests they 
would aid in raising the amount,

A MARKET-STREET PALACE. 


=a —~~ New Business House Be- 
tween Third and Fourth. ~ 

Since the removal of the old-time market- 
houses from Market street, that thoroughfare 
has been steadily improving by the erection of a 
large numberof elegant business houses upod 
either side from First to Eighth street. 

During this year Mr. J. G. Mathers purchased a 
magnificent site on Market street, between 
Fourth and Fifth, south side, upon which in for- 
mer days stood an old building occupied on the 
lower floor by Mesars. Preiasier & Sons asa re 
tail drug store, and the upper stories included a 
portion of the old Vacaro House. 

Immediately after the purchase of this prop- 
erty, Mr. Mathers, in his spirit of enterprise, 
caused the old house to be torn away, a cellar 
dug beneath where it stood, and to-day 
over this stands one of the most magnificent 
business houses in the city. The building is two 
hundred feet long by twenty-nine wade, and the 
salesroom is eighteen feet in the clear; tRe 
rooms above this,two in number, are sixteen 
feet in the clear, and afi are finished in elegant 
style. The sales-room has stucco plastering in 
panels, with ornamentations in profusion. Inthe 
centers of five of the largest panels will be sus 
pended Give large and costly okandeliers, im- 
ported expressly for this purpose. The floors of 
this room are doubled in yellow pine, and the 
vestibule will be laid in colored marble, bearing 
im monogram the name of J. M. Armstrong, Esq., 
who will occupy the byilding as a gents’ and boys’ 
clothing bazaar. 

The display windows, twoin number, wil] be 
the largest in the city, each containing panve of 
French plate glass one hundred and eighty-four 
inches long by ninety-six wide. There are three 
sky-lights in the roof, each of which will contain 
reflecting mirrors, and by their use the best light 
to be had will be furnished in the store during 
the day. 

The front of this beautiful structurg dis of Blue 
river stone, cut in panels, and the windows are 
built after the most modern style, thus giring 
the house a stylish appearance. The cornice to 
the front is the most gorgeous and expressive of 
any in the Wee, as tu addition to the usual work 
em cornices signal tower of superior design 
stands out prominent to satisfy the popalar d-- 
sire for something handsome, This tower, or 
jookout, will be used principally as an observa- 
tory, although it is understood that a red light, 
to be known as “the beacon,” will burn in it 
during the night, which will be plainly 
visible from any point in the city. 
Mr. Armstrong has leased this building of Mr. 
Mathers for atesm of five years, at the enor- 
mous price of $50,000, and itis his intention to 
do the premises all honor by having the finest 
bazaar in the country. The store will be rigged 


out as follows: Upon entering, on either side 


will be found shirts and hosiery, and about mid- 
way in the house will be arranged new devices 


for storing ready-made clothing, which exhibits 


the article to the purchaser as to colors, without 


necessitating ite removal Opposite to this is 


the great steam elevator, running from the cel- 
lar to the top of the building: and besides this, on 
the store floor ig the central office or counting- 
room. The rear of the store will be occupied by 
the m@rchent talloring department, which will be 
controlled by Mr. Egbert L. Bristol, late of the 
great clothing house of A. D. Porter & Co., New 
York, who has been engaced by Mr. Armstrong 
at a salary in excess of $6,000 per annum. The 
building is furnished with all modern conve 
niances, such as water, gas, washing apparatus, 
ante-rooms, &c., and is, in a word, one among 
the finest of the kind on the continent. It is 
now receiving the finishing touches and will be 
inaugurated with a grand opening Monday, 
October 2.

OUR RIVER INTERESTS. 


The Boats that Ran for Lonisville 
.and are Owned by Louisville, 


Louisville owes alarge share of her growth, 
population, manufacturing importance and ex- 
tensive trade to the fact that she is situated on 


and the culture of our city which has as much 
cause to love the Ohio as ancient Rome had to 


omen the Yellow Tiber. 


It is not yet sixty years since the first steam- 
boat was launched on the Western rivers. Many 
persons still living remember when the whole 
business on the Ohio and Mississippi was done 
by keelboats, fiats or broadhorns, the fiate and 
broadhorns being floated down the river by the 
current, and sold for timber after the discharge 
of their cargoes, while the keelboate were le 
boriously pushed by 1 Bo poles up stream azain 
for over two thousand miles. Fifty-six years 
ago, the first steamboat that ever ascended the 
Mississippi and Ohio rivers made the complete 
trip from New Orleans to Pittsburgh, and four 
years afterwards there were only forty-one 
steamboets on all our Western rivers. At that 
time, Louisville was a miserable village with 
four thousand sickly inhabitants. There was 
act in it a single brick house until twenty-four 
years afterwards, when Thomas Kaye built one 
on Market, between Fifth and Sixth streets. 

For many years rivers were the great and al- 
most the only channels of trade and travel, and 
Louisville, from her position where the Ohio 
pours its waters over a great ledge of coralline 
rocks, found herself sitting in a swamp, but very 
favorably situated for engaging in either the 
upper Ohio or the lower Ohio and Mississippi riv- 
ertrade. This attracted population and stimu- 
lated productive industry. Between 1540 and 
1844 there were eighty boats built at the falls of 
the Ohio and the population of Louisville grew 
to over twenty thousand people. She has gone 
on growing and improving ever since, and her 
growth and prosperity have still been largely de- 
pendent upon her facilities for sending her pro- 
ductions by river to her customers. True, the 
river is not always available for the largest 
boats, and, owing to imperfect arrangements, 
freights are not sentto their destination as 
promptly as they should be, but, for all that, th» 
river bas been and is of incalculable advantage 
to our city. 

There is with many of our people an impres- 
sion that the Ohio river, as an artery of com- 
merce, is about played out, and that railroads 
are destined to monopolize theewhole carrying 
business of the country. This impression leads 
to indifference, if not positive hostility, to our 
river interests; but a feW moments’ cousidera- 
tion will show the harm likely to result from it. 
Louisville has vested interests whose neglect 
will involve creat loes, directly and indirectly.

This foregoing liat comprises but a small num- 
ber of the steamboats in which our merchants 
and capitalists own interests. Thus probably 
very nearly half of the stock of the Mail-line 
company of Cincinnatiand Louisville steamers 
is owned in Louisville, though the headquarters 
of the eompany is now in Cincinnati The 
steamers belonging to this company are the 
United States, Gen. Lytle, Ben Franklin, and 
Gen. Bucll. In connection with this mail line, 
the C. T. Dumont runs between Cincinnati and 
Madison, and the Leonora between Madison and 
Louisville. In low stages of water the mail line 
has chartered the Arlington and Juniata. This 
compeny was formed about 1830, and from 1553 
to 1869 its president was Captain Z. M. Shirley, of 
this city, who, with W. C. Hite, D. F. Benedict, 
and Frank Carter, constitutes the leading Louis- 
ville stockbolders it it. 

The Leisville and Henderson Packet Com- 
pany is nearly altogether owned in thia city, and 
ites steamers are the Morning Star, Tarascon, 
Grag Eagle, Rose Hite, and Palestine. In oppo- 
sition to this company the Camelia, during the 
low stagé of water, is running between Louis- 
vile and Evansvillé. and the Ella Hughes be- 
tween Henderson and Owensboro. The princi- 
pal owners of the Louisville and Henderson 
packets are W.C. Hite, A. T. Gilmore, Dennis 
Long, and J. C. Rudd. 

The Louisville and Arkansas River Packet 
Company is a chartered association, in which 
many of our merchants and mapufacturers have 
stock. It did much last year to sustain the 
trade of Louisville with places in Afkansas. Its 
boats ere the R. C. Gray, Glasgow and Pink Var- 
ble. Its directors are among our best citizens, 
and without a Louisville and Arkansas river 
packet company the whole trade of this city with 
places along the Arkansas river will go to Ss, 
Louis and Cincinnati. 

The Camelia has been the regular boat running 
between this port and places on the Tennessee 
river, and she will doubtless resume that trade 
when the water rises. The LeClaire No. 2 was 
also running in the Tennessee river last year. The 
boats plying between Evansville and places along 
the Tennessee river have diverted to Evansville 
a large amount of trade that formerly came to 
this city. 

Tike Sandy plies 
Leavenworth, Ind., 
each week. 

There is no reguiar company line between 
Louisville and New Orleans, but the Virginia, 
Mary Houston, Kate Kinney, Peytona and 
barges, and Indiana will probably continue to 
run in that trade as they did last year; so also 
may the Robert Mitchell and Nick Longworth: 
The P. W. Strader has been sold to parties in 
St. Louis and will be employed hereafter in the 
Illinois river trade. The boats running between 
this port and New Orleans are mainly owned in 
Cincinnati. If the canal is opened the Robert 
Mitchell, Nick Longworth, John Kilgore, Charles 
Bodmann and Potomac wil! probably run during 
the coming season between Cincinnati and St. 
Louis, but otherwise they will ply between Lou- 
isville and New Orleans. 

Those boats do not by any means represent all 
the tnterests that Louisville ha# in the river 
trade. Our merchants and manufacturers have 
great interests in the boats that belong to other 
places, but which, in passing, stop here for 
freight or passengers. In many of them our cit- 
izens are part owners, and without them our 
trade would be seriously crippled. A glance at 
these transient boats may be of interest. 

The Cincinnati and Nashville line of steamers 
comprises the Lawrence, Emma Floyd, Spray, 
and America, which get . great deal of treizht 
from this city. 

The Cincinnati and St. Louis packeth. in which 
our business men are considerably interested, 
are the Abeona, Shamrock, CHampion, and 
Anna. 

‘The Cincinnati and Mempbis packets are an 
immense advantage to Louisville trade. Their 
officers are among our best and moet experienced 
river men, and their boats are the steamers Sil- 
ver Moon, Robert Burns, Sam. J. Hale, and 
Minneola. 

The Cincinnati boata that areto run between 
Cincinnati and New OCrieans, touching transient- 
ly here, are tRe Alaska, J. H. Groesbeck and Alice 
Dean. 

Cincinrati has the steamer Nightinzal> running 
to Arkansas river ports, and the Edinburgh run- 
ning to places on Red river. 

In tonnage and capital invested. Cincinnati has 
four times as large river interests as Louisville 
has, since she bas not only the boats we have 
mentioned, but others running regularly to New 
Richmond, Maysvill4, Biz Sandy, Kanawha river, 
Wheeling, and Pittsburgh, and also Commodore 
Jones’ redoubtable fleet, which at this time con- 
sista, we believe, of the Bermuda and Charmer. 

The number of boats regularly or transiently 
doing business at this port is a poor index of the 
immense interest Louisville has in river naviga 
tion, and perhaps a better idea might be had of it 
by remembering that the Missouri river is navi- 
gable fortwenty-nine hundred and the Missis- 
sippi for twenty-eight hundred miles, and that 
these great streams, with the Ohio, their great 
eastern tributary, heve pouring into them over 
twenty great rivers, which are each navigable 
from five to eight hundred miles the year round, 
with many streams pouring into them that are 
navigable for hundreds of miles during six or 
nine menths a year. Thus, at Chattanooga 
the Tennessee river is eight feet deep

Obio, or can afford to throw away the trade that 
can only be done by steamboats. 

If Louisville disposed of all her interests in 
boats she would soon find herself at the meroy 
of rival cities who would monopolise the trade 
af all places on our Western rivers. In sach 
case our loss would be of all power to con- 
trol or retain trade. There would be inoreassd 
freights on merchandise from Louisville, in- 
creased cost for the transportation of raw ma 

terials needed by our manufacturers, and in- 
creased freights on goods sent by railroad. Now 
the competition between the railroad and the 
river has a healthy tendency to keep down 
freights, and if it was all in the hands of the rail- 
road we would soon find an increase of charges. 
Even if this should not be the case the railroad 
could not do the whole businesa. Twelve rail. 
roads that converge at Indianapolis send mil 
lions of tons of southern-bound freight here over 
the Jeffersonville, Madison and Indianapolis 
railroad. Seven railroads converging at Fort 
Wayne will soon pour a tide of south-bound pro- 
dace over the Ohio and Mississippi railroad into 
our city. From Toledo, over the Toledo, New 
Albany and Louisville railroad, will soon come 
an avaianche of south-bound freights from the 
great lakes, with accnmulations from the four 
great roads that converge at Lima. 

How is ali this immensity of south-bound pro 
duce, as wellas the furniture, plows, wagons 
and other things manufactured in our shops, or 
sold in our stores, to be forwarded? The Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad is a great channel of 
traveland transportation. It is indispensable 
to Louisville, but when the Louisville and New 
Orleans railroad, the Louisville and Paducah 
railroad, the Louisville and Chattanooga rail- 
road and the Louisville and Knoxville railroad 
are all built, they, and our present great south- 
ern outlet, will altogether be wholly insufficient 
to carry all oureouthern-bound freighta. 

Those who favor exclusively railroad interests 
claim that railroads have great advantages over 
river transportation, because. they can oarry 
freights as cheaply, because they can do basiness 
the year round, because they can carry goods 
more rapidly than steamboats, and because they 
can accommodate the publie better. It is cer- 
tain that railroads generally pursue a straighter 
course than rivers. Thos by the river it is about 
six hundred miles from Louisville to Memphis, 
while by railroad itis only three bundred and 
seventy-six miles. This gives some advantages 
for transporting goods rapidly, but the question 
of comparative cost has never been fairly tested. 
Itistrue that railroads will yet be operated 
much less expensively than at preseat. In Eng- 
land where they pay iIess salaries to railroad 
officers and are in other ways more economical 
than in the United States, the average cost on aix 
great roads for maintaining the road, locomotive 
power, rolling stock, &c., was less than one-half 
es much per mile as the average expense of main- 
taining and operating per mile six of our leading 
American roads. Itis, however, an open question 
whether a railroad alongside a river or canal 
oan carry freight as cheaply as it can be done by 
water. The Erie railroad was parallel with aud 
close to the Erie canal, but furnished no test of 
their respective cost singe the railraad was ham- 
pered by Legislative restrictions, and the oana 
vectntee by politicians for their selfish in- 
ter * steamboats onthe Hudson river, 
the steamboats on Long Island Sound, and the 
steamboats on the Mississippi seem able to carry 
freights as che@ply and almost as quickly as the 
railroads betwoen which they are sandwiched, 
Railroads have an advantage in their capacity to 
do_busineas the year round, whereas steamboats 
often have to layup on account of low water. 
Another great advantage tuat railroads have ia, 
that they combine interests, and are thus enabked 
to carry out promptly business between very 
remote points. Steamboat lines lack organiza- 
tion and extension. They have superior claims, 
in the fact that some goods can be most 
safely carried by boats. Then again boats reach 
magre places, as any point on the river is a flag- 
station. Boats also give employment to more 
persons. Railroads are great monopolies, and 
bave all the advantages of such. The building, 
operat.ng, and discharging boats give employ- 
ment to a much greater number of working peo- 
ple than building, operating, and discharging 
freights from railroads require, and conse 
quently boats are of more advantage to working 
people than railroads. Where places have no 
means for water transportion they must have 
railroads, and these wonderfully develop wealth 

advance the value of property. Where 

ads and steamboats come in competition 
the latter can only hope to retain a full share 
of trade by increased efficiency. Thus, if rail- 
road combinations facilitate the transpvetation 
of goods between remote places, steamboat com- 
binations should give like facility to water trans- 
portation. If improvements in the construction 
of railroads or locomotives reduce the time 
needed to transport goods by rail, there should 
be such improvements in steamboatsas wil en- 
able them to increase their speed or the comfort 


The experienced Danie] Drew realizes this, and 
has got up a company toput uponthe Hudson 
river boats of such speed and magnificence that 
they will be preferred by all travelers to the 
finest cars on the railroads. The first of these 
great boats is to be five hundred feet long, ts to 
have every possible comfort and to go at the 
rate of twenty-eight miles an hour. 

Self-interest will induce our river men to adopt 
such improvements as will facilitate travel and 
transportation, but if our eftizens appreciate 
the importance of our river trade,and the ne 
cessity for fostering it, they will demand the 
abdlition of those onerous burdens which make 
river men unwilling to stop here, and which are 
thus driving to Cincinnati and elsewhere an im- 
mense trade that r ghtfully belongs to Louis- 
ville. For four hundred feet of wharf at Cincin- 
nati the charge is $6 a day, but here for two 
hundred feet of wharf the wharfage that the 
mail line pays is $25 a day. All boats pay here 
similar enormous @xactions. When a boat 
stays here longer than one daythe rate of 
wharfage is heavily increased, while at Cincin- 
nati, if a boat wishes to stay until she has made 
up her trip, she can lay nine days without ao in- 
orease of wharfage. In other cities the burdens 
of wharfage are not ha!f as much as here, and, 
consequently, boats do not like to come to 
Louisville, Very often the agents at Cincinuati, 
M&dison, and other piaces are instructed not to 
take freight for Louisville, as the boat does not 
wish to stop. Sometimes freights for Louisville 
are taken past, and sent back on the mail line 
The fewer boata there are, and the shorter tira. 
those stay who do land here, the higher will 
freights naturally be, @md thus the trade of 
Louisville that is not driven away is?@perously 
taxed. 

A short time ago every merchant on Main 
street signed a petition to the Council, to ask 
that, instead of doing everything for railroads, 
something should be done for the most impor- 
tant interests of the city, 4nd instead of driving 
trade and trade facilities away by burdening 
them double what is imposed onthem by com- 
peting cities, the Counci! should reduce the ex- 
cessive wharfaze. Both boards of the city gor- 
ernment were finally irduced to passaan ordi- 
nance reducing wharfage. but, for some reason 
or other, the Mayor vetoed it. Some of our 
ablest lawyers hold that the city has no right, 
under her charter, to impose on trade a heavier 
burden than would suffice to keep the wharf in 
good condition. They claim that it has no legal 
right to burden the mercantile interests of the 
city by imposing enormous wharfage rates. 
Capt. Cannon bas now a suitinm New Orleans 
that involves exartly this point, and if it is de 
cided in his favor, our steamboat men wil! prob- 
ably refuse to -be longer plundered without an 
appeal to the courts
